As Planners Adopt Amended Report 


That Master Plan Proposal Due to Get Back in Action Monday 


Menlo Park’s proposed master 
plan, as amended, is to come before 
the Menlo Park planning commis- 
sion for adoption next Monday 
night, Jan. 5. 

Details of some of the amend- 
ments—all of which are based on 
hearings held last summer and for- 
mulated at subsequent study meet- 
ings—are not yet official. Others 
have already been indicated, either 
by subsequent statements before the 
commission or by inference: 

1. The advisability of setting 
7000 square feet as the minimum 
size for residential lots in the city 
was not questioned at the hear- 
ings. Presumably, therefore, it will 
remain a part of the plan. 

2. Central business district devel- 
opment proposals consumed most of 
the time at public hearings. How 
the planners have evaluated this has 
not yet been revealed in its entirety. 

3. Commercial zoning along Wil- 
low road, between Middlefield road 
and Bayshore highway, will differ 
from that originally proposed in the 
master plan. Originally, the plan 
called for commercial zoning facing 
the south side of Willow from Gray- 
son court to Coleman avenue; sub- 
sequent action by the commission 
indicates it will be extended as far 
west as Gilbert street and an “inte- 
grated” apartment unit-shopping 
center development has been ap- 
proved on the north side of the 
thoroughfare. 

4. “Commercial” zoning along 
both sides of Bayshore highway, 
of which the proposed plan orig- 
inally counselled elimination, is to 
be retained in the strips of land 
which will be taken, eventually, 
for the widening of the potential 
freeway. 


On Annexation 


Jan. 30 has been set as date for 
public hearing on the proposed an- 
nexation of a 6-acre plot of land to 
the city of Menlo Park. The plot, in 
a subdivision which is to include 21 
homes, faces the north side of San- 
ta Cruz avenue between North Lem- 
on and Orange streets. 

The hearing will be held before 
the Menlo Park city council. Maps 
of the area proposed to be annexed, 
as it will eventually be developed, 
have been given the informal ap- 
proval of the city planning commis- 
sion. 

More informal approval cannot be 
given for the development of areas 
outside the city. 

Owners of the land are listed as 
Mr. and Mrs. Francis Kappeler and 
Mr. and Mrs. F. Cliff Davis.

5. Facing Willow road east of 
Bayshore, multiple-family dwellings 
have been called for by the com- 
mission, rather than single-family 
residences originally proposed. Com- 
mercial development ‘at Newbridge 
street will also remain, and similar 
development will be allowed at 
Hetch Hetchy way. Another shop- 
Ping area in Belle Haven, near 
Market place, was also shifted. 

6. The proposed “streets and high- 
ways” section of the plan was not 
questioned at the hearings. 

7. Proposals for development of 
recreation and parks facilities al- 
so went unquestioned, with the 
exception of a proposed site for a 
park in Belle Haven. There, build- 
ing activity took place on land 
which had been vacant at the time 
it was originally sugvested as a 
park site. 

Implementing the plan will be an 

also-amended proposed zoning or- 
dinance. 


Though not revealing what ad- 
justments, if any, the planners will 
make in their proposed “layout” for 
the central business district, the 
planners have considered testimony 
mostly to the effect that the taking 
of commercially -, zoned land for 
parking is “unmoral” and “unfair” 
and that closing Santa Cruz avenue 
to traffic would be economically un- 
wise.

These included ‘such things as use 
of two-story parking garages, wid- 
ening the commercial zone, and 
others. 

Originally, the master plan sug- 
gested 1.29 square feet of parking to 
each square foot of commercial 
space. Parking spaces could be ac- 
quired for less than $600 apiece, the 
planners have calculated, while op-

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ON GROWING UP 


We are going to mark down 1952 as the year that Menlo Park 
grew up. 

It’s hard to say when a man “grows up”. Rarely does he reach 
real maturity just at the legal age of 21; sometimes he reaches it 
sooner, more frequently later. 

We believe a man can be said to have grown up when he 


_ begins facing his problems squarely and accepting his responsi- 
‘bilities, when he starts to earn the respect and recognition of 


other men and, above all, when he begins to understand himself. 
_ And as a person, showing these traits, ceases to be a boy and 
becomes a man, so an incorporated area stops being a. village or 
a town and becomes a city. i 

Menlo Park is now four years past its 21st birthday; this year 
we celebrated the 25th anniversary of the official incorporation. 
And this year has seen marked development of all those charac- 
teristics that we consider the marks of maturity. 

Menlo Park has always done pretty well at facing problems 
and accepting responsibilities, but in the past we have always 
been able to say, “Wait a little longer; we are still growing too fast 
to attempt a final solution.” 

But now we are settling down in earnest to tackle all our prob- 
Jems: storm drainage, street re-surfacing, necessary sewer lines, 
and business district congestion. 


Earning Respect of Others 

Then, too, this year saw Menlo Park achieving the respect and 
recognition of other cities in the state. 

At the annual convention of the League of California Cities, 


no community was more prominent, with the expected exception | 


of such as San Francisco, Los Angeles, San Diego and Sacramento. 
Our mayor, Charles P. Burgess, was elected secretary of the or- 
ganization and is in line to be president in two years; Fire District 
Chief Thomas F. Cuff is chairman of the fire chief’s division of 
the league; other city officials were prominent on the program 
and Menlo Park’s name was mentioned many times in delibera- 
tions. 

Self-understanding is the most difficult of all traits of maturity 
to evaluate, but we think Menlo Park is now developing that. 

The public furor aroused not only by the master plan, but 
by the storm drainage proposals and street projects, showed that 
there is lack of understanding on the part of many citizens of what 
our city officials are trying to do, but at the same time it indicates 
that we know what we are: a self-governing community wheré 
everyone has the duty as well as the right to get into the act and 
say his piece. 


Watch the Waistline! 


Yes, we think that Menlo Park has grown up, and now, as with 
a man, we must start watching our waistline and avoiding deteri- 
oration and complacency. 

A city, reaching the prime of life, can easily start to get over- 
fat and slovenly. A little filling-out is always good, and no one 
can afford to stop developing and changing just because he has 
“grown up”. But we must be alert against changes that indicate 
flabbiness and decay. 

Over-crowding is the fatness that can cripple a city. Now that 
most of our_available land is built up it is a danger. Menlo Park 
must-guard against. 

Traffic congestion is the hardening of the arteries that a city 
must avoid. 

A plan for living helps a man to keep in trim—enough business, 
enough worship, enough recreation and enough rest. A city needs 
that, too, and for that reason we are glad t6 see:the city’s master 
plan nearing the final steps before adoption, 

No plan for living can be static. It must eonstantly be reviewed 
and subject to change as circumstances change. So it is with the 
master plan, but it is a start, an attempt to get our city: life in 
healthy balance and to keep our circulation going. 

We can see examples of unplanned living in other cities, older 
than ours. Over-crowding--fat around the heart—is sapping their 
strength. Congestion is slowing up their circulation. 

Many are planning to undergo major surgery to correct the 
conditions. Others are resignedly allowing themselves to slip 
downhill. 

With the master plan, we feel that Menlo Park can acknowl- 
edge its maturity and look forward toa long, healthy life without 
the middle-aged sag and the arteriosclerosis that bode early senil- 
ity and decay. 

Yes, looking back, we feel that 1952 has been the year of ma- 
turity for Menlo Park, and an important turning point determining 
our life and happiness in the future. ; se 


Tax Law

The League of California Cities’ 
program for the coming year with 
respect to the urban unincorporated 
area problem was discussed recent- 
ly in this column. The other major 
policy matter before the mayors’ 
and councilmens’ department of the 
league at the annual conference was 
what to do about the county super- 
visors’ proposal for a statewide uni- 
form four per cent sales tax. 


Mounting welfare responsibilities 
and a revenue base largely limited 
to the property tax has caused 
county officials to seek additional 
sources of income. The California 
Retailers’ association has been try- 
ing to find a solution to the confu- 
sion and complexity caused by the 
collection of sales taxes of varying 
amounts, exemptions and other pro- 
; Visions by over half of the cities of 
the state accounting for over three- 
quarters of the state’s retail sales. 


The county supervisors and the 
retailers have agreed to support in 
the state legislature this session a 
bill providing for a statewide retail 
sales tax of four per cent collected 
by the state. Three per cent, as at 
present, would go to the state; in- 
side cities three-quarters per cent 
would go to the city in which it is 
collected and one-quarter per cent 
to the county. In the uhincorporat- 
ed areas a full one per cent would 
go to the county in which collected. 


There was no agreement at» the 
conference as to whether the cities 
should support, oppose or stay neu- 
tral on the proposed legislation. In 
favor of it is elimination of the 
competitive advantage of a merch- 
ant just outside the city limits as 
against the merchant inside where 
the city has a sales tax. In favor al- 
so is the elimination of many ex- 
emptions now necessary for com- 
petitive reasons. Delivery outside 
the city is a usual exemption. Farm 
machinery is sometimes exempted by 
present city ordinances. 


Opposition to the proposal was 
voiced by cities now having a city 
sales tax in excess of three-quarters 
per cent, and by other cities having 
or not:having sales taxes which felt 

| that such a step would be an inva- 
sion of their home rule rights. 
Thus, a city council could not itself 
determine whether or not a sales 
tax would be levied inside its boun- 
daries for city purposes nor how 
much. Another danger is that the 
legislation might. sometime be am- 
ended to share the tax on a popula- 
tion or other basis different than 
the place where it is collected, or to 
increase the county share, or to 
specify the purpose for which the 
proceeds may be used. 


On the other hand, if uniformity 
is not secured on a statewide basis, 
retailers may push for legislation to 
prohibit cities enacting sales taxes. 
This would be a serious matter for 
the numerous cities that are greatly 
dependent on the revenue from their 
sales taxes. I think that this pro- 
posed measure is gocd for cities that 
have sales taxes, and should result 
in some reduction in county proper- 
ty taxes, which are largely collected 
inside cities. From the standpoint of 
cities whose councils have net en- 
acted sales taxes, its merits are de- 
batable. 

The league will call a meeting in 
February to try and determine what 
to do about this measure, vhich by 
then will have been introduced.

Roses are an enigma to me; 
can’t live with them and I can’t live 
without them. 

Certainly they are one of the 
most beautiful flowers and a garden 
without them is lacking in poetry. 

And yet they are too much work 
for me—they need constant spray- 
ing, de-bugging, watering, fertil- 
izing, pruning—and they are a 
hazard in a yard were children 
are constantly playing. 

Still, I carinot resist the picture 
catalogues and the many plants be- 
fore me in all the stores, and I 
have at least four rose bushes in 
my garden. I am not afraid to pull 
out those that are troublesome, and 
have settled on the floribunda class 
as the easiest to care for. 


FLORIBUNDAE 

Floribundas vary so in shape of 
| flowers, color, height, etc., that there 
is always a place for them. 

The abundantly foliaged and 
strikingly colored Fashion (or the 
cherry colored Vogue) may be used 
effectively as an accent at the cor- 
ner of the house or against an ever- 
green bhackgnqund. Also suited for 
this is the taller Pink Bountiful. 

For low masses of color there™ 
are such floribundas as the dainty 
everblooming Pinkie; the deeper 
toned China Doll; glistening Sum- 
mer Snow; vivid red Chatter; 
scarlet Geranium Red. 

The Pinocchio group offers in ad- 
dition exquisite cut flowers which 
are unusually lovely in bud. 
 Floribundas can be used as edg- 
ings along walks, as foundation 
plantings, borders and as ‘individual 
accents, : 

BRILLIANT 

I have seen three closely planted 
bushes of Vague flanking the en- 
trance to a garden.

Hybrid teas are also bedding ros- 
es, but their growth is so open they 
do not give mass color. They re. 
quire special care and attention to 
produce perfect blooms, but are 
more than worth it if you have the 
time. Tree roses are ideal for the 
small garden. The bushy -head, on 
a Stalk three feet high, is like a 
immense bouquet. Lately some of 
the floribundas have been budded 
on shorter stalks, and make a fine 
potted plant on a terrace. 
CLIMBERS 

Climbers are hard to select be- 
cause for the small place they are 
too rampant.. They are better suit- 
ed to high fences, arbors, and per- 
golas. There are a few roses thaf 
attain not more than 100 feet and 
remain bushy at ground level, 
Climbing Pinkie, coral pink Dream 
Girl, and a clear yellow called High 
Noon to be introduced in 1953. 


Invaluable for shady spots 
where no other rose will bloom is 
Gruss an Aachen. In almost any 
situation it produces pale salmon ”, 
pink flowers in great profusion all 
summer long. 

It is unusually resistant to dis- 
ease and bugs. Mabelle Stearns is | 
a fragrant, pink bud rose that also a 
is low and spreading, making a fine 
ground cover. 

In selecting plants, the better the 
grade the better the chance for sur- 
vival and bloom the first year. Grad® 
A, number 1, 2-year field grown 
roses should have 3 strong canes 
18 inches long. If the canes have 
been pruned, the diameter at the 
top should be 35 inch. Number 2 
stock has only one strong cane. 
ROOTS IMPORTANT 

The root system is very import- 
ant, and there should be severa 
Strong roots 8-12 inches radiating 
in all directions. Extra long roots 
mean the plant has been raised in 
pool soil. The inside of a live root 
is yellow, not brown. There should 
be many fine, live roots. 

Check the.bark to see that it is 
not broken. A scarred area is us- 
ually due to crown gall that has 
been removed. Dull green canes, or 
any that are shriveled means the 
plant dried out in handling, and 
probably won't survive.

Through the years the Guild has 
attempted, in the words of its con- 
stitution, to “. . . stimulate a whole- 
some interest in the stage through 
presentation of plays of intrinsic; 
worth, and to foster the love for the } 
art of playing as a medium of self 
expression .. .” 

That the Guild has kept to this 
course, as far as choosing good 
plays is concerned, is indicated by 
a partial list of those which they 
presented during, and immediate- 
ly after World War II. 


These include, among others, 
“The Inspector General,” “Kind 
Lady,” “George Washington Slept 


Here,” “Claudia,” 
topher Bean,” “Night Must Fall” | 
and many others.
